When transplanting tho strawberry, an 
expert forbids the removal of tho runners 
and recommends leaving six inches of 
them attached to each side of tho plant.

About forty years ago a man named 
Reid owned tho farm, and ho also 
owned a negro woman by the name of 
Jude.

Il is well known that the “Sketch of 
W.-)mouth,” furnished for the “History of 
Norfolk County," nos- almitt ready for de¬ 
livery, was prepared hy th*- recording sec 
rviai) «,f tin) society ; and, although bm-f. 
as such a work must (ircensarily he, il Is 
the most elaborate account of the history 
«»f Wej mouth that has ever been attempted: 
ami it has been thought that the publics- 
tmn of this sketch, in convenient form for 
Keneral circulation, would greatly facilitate 
Ihe collection of materials, and the prepar¬ 
ation of the more thorough history in con¬ 
templation. 

Influenced by such impressions, J. J. 
Loud Esq., called attention to the matter, 
ami after a full consideration cf the sub¬ 
ject in which the members present Icelticd 
to be of one mind, it was 

*'\ otetl, that this Society recommend 
that the committee on Town History, ap- 
pointed by the town at its annual meeting 
in the spring of 1883, procure the publica¬ 
tion of this sketch of Weymouth prepared 
by the recording secretary.” 

As this committee has full power within 
the limits of the appropriation, to collect , 
materials fora History of the Town and 
to publish such portions as in their judg¬ 
ment shall be judicious, and as the matter 
vvl, l thus collie before il ofMcially there can 
he but little doubt that the enterprise will 
be carried Into effect, and the “sketch" 
put before the public in such a form ns to 
command a vciy much wider circulation 
than it would otherwise obtain. 

Tld* course lias been recommended by 
liistoticai scholars of much experience iu 
this kind of work, as that best calculated 
to facilitate the collection of materials, ami 
will result In the much more thorough 
preparation of the full history In contem¬ 
plation by the action of the town, and the 
efforts of those who arc eudeavoiiug to 
forward the object. 

It is generally conceded that the first 
work of the kind is almost of necessity de¬ 
fective and unsatisfactory, hence the nec 
canty of something of a preparatory nature 
w bich shall Invitesuggestions ami c.itlcisin 
▲nd otherwise aid in the production of n 
work which all of our citizens desire shall 
compare favorably in every respect with 
anything of the kind that is before the 
public.

There aw In this oity some 100 or mort 
factories for tho manufacture of ladies 
and children’s clothing, in each of which 
are employed front twenty to *00 women 
and young girl*. These femalo workers 
are in theTr places from fl In the morning 
until fl nt night, with a half hour at noon 
for lunch. The doors are locked nt half- 
past fl, nnd during working hours no one 
is allowed to ent. r or leave the «hop. 
Could any one force his way Into ono of 
the*e places, ho would be confronted 
with tire curious spectsrlc of gangs of 
h-iggard women and wan, spirit lr*s girls 
of ten year* and upward, hovering over 
hundreds of swift-flyingmnehines, *ilent 
ly parsing the garments from hand to 
hand under the watchful eye of an over¬ 
seer. lie would see scores of narrow- 
chested women Iwnt In silence over the 
pressing-board, iron in hand, in heated, 
ii nventilated rooms. Iffl would And rug¬ 
ged young girls silently folding dainty 
garments and .boxing them for the mar¬ 
ket. w^ta 

These women ana girls worn In silence, 
because that overseer has the power to 
fine thorn the cost of a loaf of bread for 
every sentence spoken, nnd, in rase of 
many of those children, that means tho 
net results of a day’s work. 

These women und children get theJr 
wage* once in two weeks. T he average 
net earnings do not exceed $4.00 of $5.00 
ii week. The employes arc held respon¬ 
sible for nil damages to tools nnd fur¬ 
nishings, and even for tho breakage of 
the machine needles, so that after nil de¬ 
ductions havo been made it i* not an un* 
i common thing for a woman to find her 
wages for two weeks reduced to the sum 
i of $:\, nnd checks ns low as oighty cents 
for the two weeks nre often made out for
